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Rosebud Health Foundation prepares for 
upcoming year at AGM

In 2005 the Rosebud Health 
Foundation (RHF) donated 
over $16,000 towards Pallative 
Care and other Calgary Health 
Region (CHR) services, once 
again making a big difference 
in the Didsbury Community 
with the assistance they pro¬ 
vide to our local hospital. 

The RHF was founded in the 
mid 1990s, when a dedicated 
group of volunteers who were 
concerned about the function of 
the hospital, got together with 
the goal of serving the hospital 
and its immediate needs. 

“This group has done some 
great work for the hospital and 
given tremendous support to 
the community,” said John 
Overwater, outgoing president. 
“This is a very dedicated group 
of volunteers that serve with 
distinction.” 

Some highlights the founda¬ 
tion saw in the past year was 
their casino, which brought in 
$50,000, and their annual gold 
tournament which raised 
$11,000. They also took in over 
$9000 of general donations, 
over $5000 from their bus fund, 
almost $4000 from the Tree of 
Hope, $3400 in memorial dona¬

tions, close to $3000 in inter¬ 
est, $800 in homecare, $248 in 
fundraising, and $20 in mem¬ 
berships. 

At their Annual General 
Meeting, Thursday night, the 
group heard from guest 
speaker Dr. Richard Musto, 
CHR executive medical direc¬ 
tory of SE community portfo¬ 
lio. Dr. Musto spoke about 
highlights from the CHR yearly 
report, including comparisons 
of other health regions in 
Canada, similar in size, serv¬ 
ices and economic base. 

A discerning fact Dr. Musto 


pointed out is that in our rural 
area of the region, which in¬ 
cludes Cochrane, Airdrie, 
Didsbury, Crossfield, Cremona 
and Carstairs, we have the 
highest rate of years of life lost 
in males, and the second high¬ 
est in females, of all the rural 
areas in the region. 

The reason for this. Dr. Musto 
believes, is because of the stress 
farmers face, the number of peo¬ 
ple smoking, eating unhealthy, 
and not exercising, in this area. 

“We need to continue to be ac¬ 
tive, and focus on health promo¬ 
tion and disease prevention,” said 


Dr. Musto. “We can also explore 
possible partnerships with other 
service groups, and talk to the re¬ 
gional staff to identify priorities.”

Kuelker was appointed the new 
president, and Kohut the vice 
president.

Recently the foundation 
hired Fay Wuthrich as their 
new coordinator, and 
Wuthrich shared with the 
group a lot of interesting 
ideas to keep the foundation 
moving ahead.

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Fundraiser brings in 
over $14,000 for fire

Organizers of a ben¬ 
efit planned for a cou¬ 
ple whose barn burned 
to the ground and 
killed 32 prized horses 
on Jan. 5 near 
Cremona were pleased 
that the community 
stepped up to the plate 
to assist the local fam¬ 
ily whose livelihood 
was lost when the 
flames struck. 

This past Sunday, 
Jan. 29 over 400 people 
came to a benefit held 
at Elkton Valley 
Campground to show 
their support for Brian 
and Colleen Coleman 
which raised over 
$14,000. 

Fire swept through 
the Coleman’s barn on 
the afternoon of Jan. 5, 
killing 32 draft horses 
and completely de¬ 
stroying their barn. 
Many of the horses 
were prized show 
horses worth thou¬ 
sands of dollars each. 

The fire, which oc¬ 
curred when the 
Colemans were in 
Didsbury grocery shop¬ 
ping, is being blamed 
on spontaneous com¬ 
bustion of a manure 
pile. 

With the loss of 32 
horses and their barn 
the Colemans have lost 
the majority of their 
livelihood until they 
can get their barn and 
herd of horses built 
back up. 

In order to assist the 
young couple, who 
have been raising and 
training horses for 
nearly two decades, 
neighbours of the 
Colemans stepped up to 
the plate to raise as 
much money as they 
could to help supple¬ 
ment the Colemans in¬ 
come. 

According to Livi 
Backstrom, one of the 
organizers of the event, 
Brian Coleman has 
lived in the area his 
entire life and has done 
a lot for the commu¬ 
nity, so in their time of 
need Backstrom said it 
was up to the commu¬ 
nity to provide a help¬ 
ing hand. 

“They have been 
members of our com¬ 
munity for a long 
time,” she said. “Those 
draft horses were the 
Colemans whole liveli¬ 
hood and they experi¬ 
enced a large loss of 
their horses and barn. 
Their whole livelihood 
has gone up in flames, 
so being a community 
supporter as he 


victims 

(Brian) is to the rest of 
the people it’s time for 
us to support him and 
his family.” 

Backstrom says that 
the point of the event 
wasn’t to only raise 
money but it was an 
opportunity for people 
to come and give their 
emotional support to 
Brian and Colleen. 

“You didn’t have to 
buy an article or do¬ 
nate. Just sometimes 
that personal support 
is what aides the vic¬ 
tims the most, ” 
Backstrom said. 

“Sometimes verbal sup¬ 
port goes a long way.” 

Kathy Blain, who 
co-owns Elkton Valley 
Campground with her 
husband Ron, donated 
a building on their 
campground for the 
benefit to be housed. 
Blain, who is also Di¬ 
vision 4 Mountain 
View County council¬ 
lor, says it’s important 
to help out neighbours 
when times are tough, 
especially when a dis¬ 
aster occurs. 

“The loss they suf¬ 
fered was huge,” Blain 
said. “We, as a commu¬ 
nity, wanted to do all 
we could. 

The $14,000 figure 
was raised through a 
silent auction of which 
all the items auctioned 
off were donated by 
businesses throughout 
the entire County. 

On top of the 
$14,000 there was a 
collection box where 
those that attended the 
fundraiser could drop 
in cards, notes, and do¬ 
nations. This wasn’t 
opened up and totaled 
up, Blain explained. 
The box was sealed and 
given to the Colemans 
to take home and open 
up on their own time. 

Both Brian and Col¬ 
leen expressed their 
gratitude to their 
neighbours, friends, 
and even the strangers 
who have donated to 
assist them in their 
time of need and for 
the many phone calls 
and hugs they have re¬ 
ceived from everyone. 

Both Brian and Col¬ 
leen have been around 
horses their entire 
lives, so being able to 
own their own ranch 
and raise and train 
horses is a dream come 
true for the young cou¬ 
ple. Losing 32 horses is 
a nightmare they 
thought they would 
never have to experi¬ 
ence. 

Brian says that de¬ 
spite the loss being a 


huge monetary loss he 
nor his wife think of it 
that way. He says they 
feel terrible because 
they were responsible 
for each one of those 
animals and in a way 
he feels like they didn’t 
live up to that. 

“You feel bad... you 
don’t go out and feed 
them (the horses) and 
think, “Oh, there is 
$20, oh there is $10. 
They are animals and 
they are under your 
care,” he said. 

Brian says in talking 
with his insurance com¬ 
pany last week the 
value of the horses is 
unknown at this time 
but the cost of the barn 
was a loss of about 
$300,000 to $400,000. 

Colleen and Brian 
said it’s amazing how 
many people stepped up 
to assist them in their 
time of need. Local 
neighbours, people 
from surrounding 
towns, as well as peo¬ 
ple throughout the en¬ 
tire continent. 

“We know we have 
friends all over North 
American but when 
something like this 
happens it’s still unbe¬ 
lievable,” Colleen said. 
“It’s also amazing the 
people that have helped 
out that have just heard 
of us, or are strangers 
and just want to reach 
out.” 

Colleen reiterated 
what Brian said, say¬ 
ing that the loss of the 
barn really means 
nothing but the loss of 
the 32 horses is heart¬ 
breaking to them. 

“After we buried 
them (the horses) it 
was just a pile of 
ashes,” she said. “It 
(the barn) doesn’t 
mean anything. We 
built once, we can build 
again.” 

The Colemans have 
competed annually, since 
1986, at the Calgary 
Stampede with about 50- 
head of horses in vari¬ 
ous competitions and 
have won many, many 
times. 

This year, the 
Colemans will still be at¬ 
tending the Stampede; 
however they will not be 
competing as heavily as 
they have in past years.

ALLDONATIONSTAX DEDUCTIBLE 
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Transfer site to close

If you are used to just 
trucking up the road to the 
Carstairs transfer station, 
just west of Town, to dis¬ 
pose of your unwanted 
items the time is limited be¬ 
fore you will have to take it 
all the way to Didsbury. 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Commission 
(MVRWC), responsible for 
waste pick-up in all the 
Towns within Mountain 
View County, has an¬ 
nounced their plans to close 
the transfer station. 

According to Neil Kivell, 
Chief Administration Officer 
(CAO) for MVRWC, it only 
makes economic sense to 
close the transfer station. 

“It’s just not economi¬ 
cally feasible as it’s not 
used very much,” Kivell ex¬ 
plained, adding that the site 
is only open for a few hours 
each Saturday. “We haven’t 
made any firm decisions on 
when it will be closed but it 
will most likely be June or 
July of this year.” 

Town of Carstairs Coun¬ 
cillor A1 Molnar, the local 
rep on the Commission, ex¬ 
plained that the transfer 
station will not close until 
the Didsbury landfill is open 
to the public, which at this 
time it is not. 

Molnar says that the 
Commission has found that 
the majority of the people 
using the Carstairs transfer 
station are residents within 
the County so it doesn’t 
make economic sense to 
leave something open that is 
being subsidized by the 
Town of Carstairs. 

“It was found County 
residents were probably 
more apt to use the transfer 
site than town residents,” 
Molnar explained. “So the 
feeling was if they were 
hauling from out-of-town 
anyhow, the extra little dis¬ 
tance to Didsbury shouldn’t 
make that much of a differ¬ 
ence.” 

The other advantage to 
closing down the Carstairs 
transfer station is that the 
scale and scale house which 
are currently located there 
will be moved to the 
Didsbury landfill, saving the 
Commission money as they 
won’t have to buy either of 
those pieces of equipment 
for the Didsbury site. 






The Town of Carstairs transfer site is due to close by summer. 
The scale and scale house, shown above, will be moved to the 
Didsbury landfill which is expected to opened to the public around 
the same time. 


Kivell explained that the 
Didsbury landfill is just 
about ready to go and to be 
opened to the public; how¬ 
ever, the scale needs to be 
moved before it can be com¬ 
pletely opened. 

“We just need a scale to 
weigh people in and out, a 
scale house, and an attend¬ 
ant and all those good 
things to have it open to the 
public,” Kivell said. “It is 
certainly a cost savings to 
do this. Right now it’s a cost 
burden to us because it 
doesn’t pay its way.” 

Molnar echoed the words 


of Kivell, adding that the 
savings will be pretty sig¬ 
nificant. 

“Mainly the volume 
doesn’t justify the cost of 
keeping it open,” Molnar 
said. “I would think that the 
cost savings is in the order 
of $15,000 to $20,000 per

year. 

The Town’s CAO Carl 
McDonnell explained that he 
has no concerns with the 
closure of this site as he re¬ 
alizes the utilization isn’t 
high enough to justify the 
costs of keeping it open. 

McDonnell says that with 
the closure of the transfer 
site he would also like to see 
the complete closure of the 
Carstairs landfill. The 
transfer site is located on 
the site where the Carstairs 
landfill once was. 

“I would like to see the 
cap on there (the landfill) 
and eliminate the site com¬ 
pletely,” he said. 

The cost to put a cap on 
the landfill would be around 
$500,000, McDonnell esti¬ 
mates. 

The reason why it is so 
costly is because the Town 
would have to haul in dirt 
and ensure that there is no 
contamination that is going 
to occur in the years to 


The Town, according to 
McDonnell, has been in con¬ 
tact with Alberta Environ¬ 
ment to see if there is any 
type of grant that would be 
available to smaller munici¬ 
palities, like Carstairs, to 
assist in the closure of this 
landfill. 

“We are in discussions 
right now to see if we can 
get some type of funding,” 
McDonnell said. 

Council has not made any 
decisions on what the fu¬ 
ture of the landfill is, but if 
McDonnell can establish 
some funding he says this 
would be his recommenda¬ 
tion. 

McDonnell says the clo¬ 
sure of the transfer site 
won’t cause much of a has¬ 
sle for local residents in the 
Town. 

“I think it will have lit¬ 
tle impact on the residents 
in the Town of Carstairs,” 
he added.

QUESTION: I want to control and lead my strong-willed child 
properly, but I'm afraid I'll break his spirit and damage him in 
some way. How can I deal with his misbehavior without hurting 
his self-concept? 

DR. DOBSON: I sense that you do not have a clear un¬ 
derstanding of the difference between breaking the spirit and shap¬ 
ing the will of a child. The human spirit, as I have defined it, 
relates to the self-esteem or the personal worth that a child feels. 
As such, it is exceedingly fragile at all ages and must be handled 
with care. You as a parent correctly assume that you can dam¬ 
age your child's spirit quite easily -- by ridicule, disrespect, threats 
to withdraw love and by verbal rejection. Anything that depreci¬ 
ates his self-worth can be costly to his spirit. 

However, while the spirit is brittle and must be treated gently, 
the will is made of steel. It is one of the few intellectual compo¬ 
nents that arrive full strength at the moment of birth. 

In a past issue of Psychology Today, this heading described 
the research findings from a study of infancy: "A baby knows 
who he is before he has language to tell us so. He reaches delib¬ 
erately for control of his environment, especially his parents." 
This scientific disclosure would be no surprise to the parents of a 
strong willed infant. They have walked the floor with him in the 
wee small hours, listening to this tiny dictator as he made his 
wants and wishes abundantly clear. 

Later, a defiant toddler can become so angry that he is capable 
of holding his breath until he loses consciousness. I heard about 
one headstrong 3-year-old who refused to obey a direct command 
from her mother, saying, "You're just my mommy, you know!" 
Another mere mommy wrote me that she found herself in a simi¬ 
lar confrontation with her 3-year-old son over something that 
she wanted him to eat. He was so enraged by her insistence that 
he refused to eat or drink anything for two full days. He became 
weak and lethargic, but steadfastly held his ground. The mother 
was worried and guilt-ridden, as might be expected. Finally, in 
! desperation, the father looked the child in the eyes sternly and 
convinced him that he would face the consequences if he didn't 
eat his dinner. With that, the contest was over. The toddler sur¬ 
rendered. He began to consume everything he could get his hands 
on, and virtually emptied the refrigerator. 

Returning to your question, your objective as a parent is to 
shape the steely will of your child while leaving his fragile spirit 
intact. 

QUESTION: You have told us what kinds of homes produce 
children with the greatest intellectual potential. Are there other 
studies that would tell us how to raise kids with the healthiest 
attitudes toward themselves and others? 

DR. DOBSON: A study designed to answer that precise 
question was conducted some years ago by Dr. Stanley 
Coopersmith, then an associate professor of psychology at the 
University of California-Davis. He evaluated 1,738 normal mid¬ 
dle-class boys and their families, beginning in the preadolescent 
period and following them through to young manhood. After iden¬ 
tifying those boys having the highest self-esteem, he compared 
their homes and childhood influences with those having a lower 
sense of self-worth. He found three important characteristics that 
distinguished them: 

(1) The high-esteem children were clearly more loved and ap¬ 
preciated at home than were the low-esteem boys. 

(2) The high-esteem group came from homes where parents 
had been significantly more strict in their approach to discipline. 
By contrast, the parents of the low-esteem group had created 
insecurity and dependence by their permissiveness. Their chil¬ 
dren were more likely to feel that the rules were not enforced 
because no one cared enough to get involved. 

Furthermore, the most successful and independent young men 
during the latter period of the study were found to have come 
from homes that demanded the strictest accountability and re¬ 
sponsibility. And as could have been predicted, the family ties 
remained the strongest, not in the wishy-washy homes, but in 
the homes where discipline and self-control had been a way of 
life. 

(3) The homes of the high-esteem group were also character¬ 
ized by democracy and openness. Once the boundaries for behavior 
were established, there was freedom for individual personalities 
to grow and develop. The boys could express themselves without 
fear of ridicule, and the overall atmosphere was marked by ac¬ 
ceptance and emotional safety.
